Thompson said:

I will 
say further that I fear the physical phenomena 
which are encouraged atthe tent meetings 
are working harm, morally and—well, I will 
say they are fraught with the greatest 
dangers and may result in great injury

as I can judge Mrs. ood worth, she is in 
deep earnest in her work. Ilsimply think ber 
greatly deluded.’’ 

WILL SPEAK AGAINST THE MEETINGS. 

Father Powers of the Church of the Immac- 
ulate Conception was seen by a Post- 
DISPATCH man, and in response to an inquiry 
as to tis impressions of the Woodworth meet- 
ings said: 

„There are two things under discussion, 
only one of which I can deal with. One is her 
sanity, which the medica! profession should 
deal with, and the other is the character of the 
meetings, whieh interests the exponents of 
religion. 

As to Mre. Woodworth personally, I think 
that she is perfectly sincere, but I believe her 
to be unconsciously the medium of hypnot- 
ism. Our church is, of course, strongly op- 
posed to such exhibitions, and ithas taken 
steps in some countries to endeavor to have 
them stopped. Ishall mention the meetings 
incidentally from the puipit next Sunday and 
advise my people pot to attend the mect- 
ings,’’ 

the father thoroughly believes in the en- 
deavors of the pbysicians to inquire into the 
sanity of Mrs. Woodworth. 

THE DOCTORS CHAGREINED. 

Drs. Diller and Adams express the 
greatest surprise and chagrin at the 
sentiment which has been . shown 
towards their action in attempting to 
demonstrate to the people the result of hyp- 
notism as practiced by an ignorant person 
and to endeavor to cause a cessa- 
tion of it in the Woodworth 
case. They say they expected that 
when they took up the matter sentiment 
would be the other way and their sole object 
in doing it was for the general good of the 
public. If the public declares itself unwilling 
to be show where certain wrongs exist they 
declare themselves as Deing no candidates for 
martyrdom, and that their interest in it is at 
an end. 

Dr. Adams sad: When I first went tothe 
tent snd suw the seenes whith were being en- 
acted nightly, I was filled with the 
thought that here was a great evil 
in existence of which the public was not 
cognizant, I discussed the matter with a 
number of physicians and ministers and was 
lead to believe that if an attempt was 
made to eradicate the evil I would receive 
the assistance of the people. I 
have no interest in it what- 
ever, otherwise than that. If the people 
would merely remain neutral until I had been 
given achance to prove my asseftions, they 
would then see who was right and who was 
wrong. It I was mistaken, then let them de- 
nounce me thoroughly.“

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 8.—In the Sen- 
ate this morning Mr. Call offered a resolution, 
which was referred to the Committee on For- 
eign Relations, declaring that the murder 


of Gen, Barrundia on the steamer Acaputo 
by the authorities of Guatemala while under 
the protection of the flag of the United States 
was an insult to the people of the United 
States, and demanded prompt action by this 
Government for the redress of the injury and 
for security against the rewurrence of such 
Cases. 

The tariff bill was taken up—the sugar 
schedule being under consideration—ana Mr. 
Edmunds addressed the Senate. Comiug to 
the question of reciprocity Mr. Edmunds re- 
culled history and the practical operation— 
injurious, as he claimed, to this country of 
the Canadian reciprocity treaty of 1854. He 
spoke of the duty of coffee, 8 cents a pound 
in 1872, and stated on the authority of the 
American Minister to Brazil that as soon as 
that reduction was known at Rio Janeiro 
the price of coffee there was put up 
8centsa pound. The same thing occurred, 
he said, two years afterwards, when coftee 
was put on the free list. Experience had 
shown, from that day to this, that the Amer- 
ican consumer had profitted nothing whatever 
from the taking off ofthat duty. But, on the 
other hand, the United States had lost nearly 
$150,000,000, whicn it would have received from 
the duty on Brazilian coffee alone. As a prac- 
* farmer and farmer’s son 

0 thought that the farmers in 
the region where he lived under- 
stood that sort of business, and were not ex- 
tremely hungry that he, as one of their rep- 
resentatives, should go into anything of that 
kind now. ir the duty of 2 cents a pound 
were now taken off sugar he did not delleve 
that the price of sugar would fall 2 cents a 
pound. It would be apttoturn out as coffee 
had turned out. He did not want to be ied 
into putting sugar on the free liston what he 
believed to be the fallacious and delusive 
idea that, because sugar was now 2 cents a 
pound cheaper in London than in New York, 
it would then be the same price in both 
places. But even if the wholesale price of 
sugar did fall by means of the removal of the 
duty the price atthe erocer’s would not fall. 
Somebody else than the consumer would make 
money. Astoreciprocity with Central and 
South America, he said that the 
demand of a country for com- 
modities did not depend aa much upon 
numbers as upon the state of its society, its 
wealth and its civilization.

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HIAWATHA'S CONFLAGBATION, 


Valuable Business Property Destroyed—Fa- 
tal Vire in a Tenement 

New Yorx«, Sept. 3.—The premisés exfend- 
ing from 227 to 231 East Fitty-sixth street, was 
destroyed by fire this morning. The lower 
part of the building was occupied by T. Hagan 
and the upper portion by the Rossemere Bou- 
quet cigar factory. The men employed by T. 
Hagan, who is a manufacturer of roofing ma- 
terial, had entered the cellar and were about 
to sound the whistle for the men to go to 
work when an explosion occurred in the back 
part of the cellar. The men who were in the 
cellar at the time fled for their liyes. One of 
them, Daniel Hillian, bas not since been heard 
from, He is supposed to have perished in the 
flames. John Logan, another Workman, 
was badly burned about the head and limbs, 


The building Is a five-story one. In it there 
was an elevator shaft whieh unfortunately 
served as a fiue for the flames and guided 
them swiftiy to the roof 80 quickly did the 
flaines guin headway that within fifteen 
minutes after the first klarm was sent out the 
whole structure was ablaze from oeilar to 
roof, and the heat from the burning tar and 
felt and other inflammable materiai which 
was stored in the upper part of the buliding 
was so intense as to set fire to the flats adjoin. 
ing on either side, Nos. 225 and East Fitty- 
sixth street. The entire top floor of 233 was 
gutted. While one of the engines was going 
to the fire the horses slipped on the asphalt 
pavement and the driver was thrown from his 
seat under the wheels of the engine. The fire 
is under control. 

The loss sustained by both fires is estimated 
at $40,000, which is fully covered by insurance. 
At 11 o’ clock there was no absolute proof that 
any one was killed in the duilding, although a 
man named Killian is still reported missin 
There are at least seven feet Of water in th 
cellar, and until this has been pumped out 
nothing definite can be learned. 

The body of Daniel Killian was found in the 
cellar at noon, at which time the fremen bad 
succeeded in pumping out the water. The 
remains were very badly charred. 


Hiawatha’s Confingration. 
HIAWATHA, Kan., Sept. 8.—The worst fire 
ever known in this city broke out at 1 o’clock 
this morning in William Horne’s livery stable 
and in less than three hours it had destroyed 


two and one-half blocks in the business center 
of the city, causing a loss of at least $150,000. 
The greatest loss was the First Nationai Bank 
building, owned dy Uongressman Morrill. 
The vault, containing 50,000 in currency and 
many valuable books and papers,, gave way 
under the intense heat and its contents were 
entirely destroyed, For over two hours a 
furious Wind from the north 
drove the fire southward, but 
about$8o’clock the wind died out. There is 
only one fire engine in the city and should the 
wind rise = the whole business portion 
ofthe city will be wiped out. At 3 a. m. the 
fire was still raging. ‘The fire engine had a 
small stream on the building near the Hatch 
block, but it is doubtful if this Dlock oan be 
saved. The destruction at 8 a. m. included 
the First National Bank Buliding, the Odd- 
fellows’ building, two of the st livery 
stobles in the city, the grocery store of J. A. 
McGuire, loss $6, 600; Grimes Love, hard- 
ware, loss $5,000; the Kentucky Hotel, loss 
$5,000; rece stable of James Haver, loss 
of $5,000; John White’s grocery, loss $5,000; 
Blue Trout Livery Stable, loss $8,000. These 
are but a few of the losses. 


Destructive Fire in Brooklyn. 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., Sept. 3.—A destructive 
fire broke out et noon in the Wallabout Mar- 
ket, on the outskirts of the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. The fire started in Peter 


Young’s baggine-shop, which was filled with 
inflammable material and spread to the yards 
of Frederick Tielke, and from there to Von 
Glahn & Co.’s wholesale grocery store and 
three little wooden structures, They were 
entirely consumed by the flames. The 
losses will aguregate nearly $200,000, of 
which Von Glahn 4 Co. lose from $160,000 to 
$175,050; insurance $90,000. Patrick Doran 

who lived in the Young Building, was rescue 

in an unconscious condition. Four firewen 
were slightly iajured.

The city of St. Louls is being flooded with 
the sick and poor of all the surrounding 
country. Being the terminal point of dozens 
of railroads and a way station between all 
points East and West and North and South, 
all the cities and towns for hundreds of miles 


around send their sick and poor as far as St. | 


Louis, to go the rest of the way to their 
various destinations as best they can. Every 
traveling pauper gees to the Mayor's office. 
In the majority of cases they are sent by the 
Mayor of the town from whence they came, 
and as a wpatural result 80 to 
the Mayor as soon as their tickets give out. 
For the past three weeks there have been 
from three toa dozen of them waiting in the 
morning about the doors and halls of the 
City Hall. They all tell the same story and 
they all want to go somewhere else. The city 
cannot send them, and even if itdoesit gets 
them back in a very short time. 
No municipal government likes paupers, and 
to save the expense of keeping them sends 
them somewhere else. In this section of the 
country 8t. Louis is the easiest plece to send 
them and to St. Leuls they go. Cincinnati, 
Terre Haute, Indianapolis, Cleveland, Kansas 
City and a number of the big cities are given 
to this practice and contribute largely to St. 
Louis’ burden of indigent and aged citizens.

The Sanitary Affairs eof the Institution a 
‘Disgrace to a Civilized Community“! 
A Scourge of Scurvy—Foul Airand Filth 
—Convicts Made to De Duty. Nurses— 
Interesting Revelatiens. 


New York, Sept. 8.—The Zvening Sun to- 
day, as a result of its investigation, prints a 
long expose of the ‘‘abuses and mismanage- 
ment in the Biackwell’s Penitentiary, the 
conduct of which, it states, is a disgrace to a 
civilized community. This statement, it 
should be understood, applies more particu- 
larly to the sanitary management of the insti- 
tion. The general conduct of 
prison is fairly good, What 
sanitary state of affairs 
however, may be judged from the fact that no 
longer ago than last April the prison was 
swept by a scourge ofscurvy which nothing 
short of almost criminal negligence could 
have brought on. Atone time not less than 
between thirty and forty convicts were down 
with the disease, and this by no means repre- 
sents the number who were actually afflicted. 
There is a dread among the prison convicts 
of going tothe prison hospital, which keeps 
many who are in need of medical treatment 
from applying for it. During the souryy 
epidemic last spring it kept at least one man 


silence and finally faced death itself without 
telling anybody that he was a sick man. He 
was found one morning in his cell stone dead, 
and the diseasé which caused his death was 
scurvy. There are stillsome cases of scurvy 
left, but they are mild, andthe disease in ite 
epidemic form has disappeared.

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A SCHOOL BOARD SCANDAL. 

The experience of the Jast six months 
has shown that through the inattention of 
voters at school elections, our School 
Board is liable to fall into the hands of 
dickering ward politicians, and become a 
mere arena for their faction fights over 
„jobs with money in them.“ That has 
been the disgraceful occupation of the 
present board ever since its election, and 
its meetings have been as disorderly as 
the proceedings of a hoodlum caucus in a 
rowdy quarter. 

It was warned in time by the reports of 
Supt. Loxd and President Jupson that 
more than twenty new rooms would be 
needed by the Ist Sf September to 
accommodate the rapidly increasing 
school population of the city. But it paid 
no attention to real School Board busi- 
ness, spent the spring and summer months 
in faction fights and wrangles over re- 
pair jobs and heating apparatus contracts 
and free books, and now the schools are 
in session again without the necessary 
room or the free books either. Thousands 
of children are kept away by want of 
room and other thousands are taken in on 
half time only. The classes are in an un- 
settled and demoralized condition, wait- 
ing for School Board action that should 
have been taken long ago, and the school 
work must be retarded, no one knows 
how long, by building and repairing 
operations which should have been oom- 
pleted during the vacation. 

The situation emphasizes the importance 
of two much needed reforms—a closer at- 
tention to school elections by voters, and 
a responsible comptrollership of the 
school funds, authorized and empowered 
by law to prevent the expenditure ofa 
single dollar by the board until ample 
appropriations have been ‘set apart to 
provide for needed school room and 
tutors.

Ciry OF CARACAS, Venezuela, 
The President of Venezuela has just 
issued a decree punishing several 
editors of newspapers who have been 
adjudged as having libelled him and other 
publie functionaries. Afteralong preamble, 
setting forth the laws of the country, the 
decree continues: 

‘*Especial notice must be taken of the 
newspapers called La Sombra, Ei Indipendi- 
ente and El Obrera, whose editors and pro- 
prietors have been guilty of calumny against 
the President of the Republic and other high 
public functionaries in their character as 
magistrates, as well as having calumniated 
the integrity of the President’s house- 
hold. Therefore, because of these 
acts, order for arrest is issued 
herewith for the Editors Felix Mates Bernier, 
Luis Cabalier and Franqjeco Gonzalez Marin, 
Spanish subjects, comprising the editorial 
staff of La Sembra; Juan Caronel, editor of 
El Obrera, a Columbian citizen; Manuel Avila 
Blanco, Venezuela, editor ofthe Zi Indipen- 
diente, and Manuel Marquez and Eduardo 
Dies of the editorial staff of La Ghillotina. The 
President of the Republic, with affirmative 
votes of the Federal Council, decrees that the 
Spanish subjects, Felix Matos Bernier, Luis 
Cabalier and Francisco Gonzales Marin and 
the Columbian citizen, Juan Coronet, shall 
be placed on board the first steamer leaving 
this country for foreign parts from the port of 
La Duira. The Governor ofthe Federal dis- 
tricts will piace the Venezuelan citizens, 
Mandel Avila Blanco, Manuel Marquez and 
Eduardo Dies, under arrest, so that they may 
be judged by the courts and sentenced for the 
crimes they have committed, all to be done 
in conformity with the law.’’

The Attack on Mizner. 


CITY OF GUATEMALA, Sept. 38.—United States 
Minister Migner, narrowly escaped being 
killed by a dauguter of Gen. Martin Bar- 
rund la in the cabia of the steamship Acapul- 
co. Gen. Barrundia was killed last week on 
board of the American steamer 
San Jose, while resisting the Gua- 
temalian officers, who were trying to 
arrest him. The family of the General 
laid the blame at the door of the United 
States Minister and it was to avenge this 
death that bie daughter shot at Minister Miz- 
ner. He was seated in the cabin transcribing 
a guarantee from the Governor that Barrun- 
dia’s life would be spared if he was sur- 
rendered, when the young woman entered. 
She stood before bim with a re 
volver in her hand and asked him 
if he was the American minister. He replied 
quietly that he was and asked if he could be 
ofany service. She then accused him of be- 
ing the direct cause of her father’s death, and 
poured upon him a shower of Spanish invec- 
tives and finally fred at him. He had quietly 
picked up a heavy law book and “heid 
it directiy in front of the muzzle 
ofthe pistol. The book saved his life. Be- 
fore another shot could be fired the pistol was 
taken from the young woman and she. was re- 
meved. The Minister refused to institute any 
proceedings against the young woman. 

AN APPEAL TO PRESIDENT HARRISON. 

CITY OF MEXICO, Sept. 8.—The wife of Gen, 
Barrundia sent a lengthy cabiegram to Presi- 
dent Harrison concerning her husband’s 
death, and demanding justice and reparation. 

-MIZNER’S DANGER. 

Minister Mizner’s friends are urging him to 
abaadon the city if he would save bis life. The 
followers of Gen. Barrundia threaten to kill 
him on sight. The failure ot the attempt of 
Barrundia’s daughter to shoot Mizner seems 
only to have whetted their appetite for what 
they call revenge.

Rome, Sept. 8.—A painful impression has 
been created here by the fact that the officers 
of the Austrian man-of-war Minerva sought an 
audience with the Pope before officially call- 
ing upon the Ministry. The newspapers of 
this city denounce the action ofthe officers 
and declare that it was a significant act of dis- 
courtesy to the Italian Government.

REF ORMERS AT WORK. 


A CONVENTION AT TURNER HALL 10 OR- 
GANIZE A NEW PARTY. 


Prepesed Censolidation of the Greenback, 
Prehibition, Laber and Other Reform 
Parties—The Meeting Called to Order 
at Neon With Seme Fifty Delegates 
Preseat—Its Organization. 


There is a national convention in session 
im this city to-day which has a 
very. large contract on its hands. It Is 
ealied for the purpose of deciding upon a 
platform on which the Greenback, 
Prohibition and other reform parties 
can unite for the purpose of 
establishing a genuine reform party of sum - 
cient dimensions to make a marked showing 
against both of the old parties. 
The organization under whose auspices 
the convention was called grew out of 
the agitation begun some years 
ago by Edward Evans of Tonowanda, 
„. A number of conferences 
have since been held, but the results were 
not entirely satisfactory to the leaders 
in the movement. For years Willis 
W. Jones, editor of the Chicago 
Express, 2 farmers’ and laborers’ organ, 
bas been supporting the movement. 
Tne executive committee called the 
meeting, which began at noon 
to-day in Central Turner Hall. There were 
some forty-five oF fifty delegates pres- 
ent, including Mrs. Monon Todd of 
Chicago and Mrs. 8. 0 Emery of 
Michigan, both well-known writers on 
economic ‘questions. The call of States and 
Territories showed that the following were 
represented: Missouri, Illinois, New York, 
Kentucky. Indiana, Michigan, Ore- 
gen, Washington, Texas, Iowa, Arkansas 
and Wisconsin. George M. Jackson, « well- 
known Greenbacker and Prohipitionist, for- 
merly of this city but now of Kentucky, Was 
on hand to represent the latter place. 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

The convention was cailed to order by 
Hiram Maine, Chairman of the National 
“Committee. E. L. Deheney of Texas 

was elected temporary chairman and 
J. Blood of Mt. Vernot, III., temporary secre- 
tary. On taking the chair Mr. Dehoney spoke 
at some length, outlining the objects of 
the movement. ere was a pressing 
necessity, he argued? of establishing a new 
party with doctrines that would meet with 
the approval of farmers and the work- 
ing classes else where. This could be 
accomplished if all the reform part les would 
unite and work together. 

A committee of five was then appointed to 
pass on the credentials of the delegates, the 
point have been raiged that there might be 
some present not entitied to seats In the con- 

vention. A committee of one frem 
each State represented was then appointed 
on permanent organization and order of bus! 

nens. It was then2o’clock and arecess was 
taken until 8 o’clock to enable the committees 
to prepare reports. 

During tne recess, Ben Harris, a farmer of 
Menton, informed a Post. 
DISPATCH reporter that the main object 
was to get the farmers and 
working people interested. This is the only 
wa he said, that we can 
ma @ the movement an assuged success. 
The old Greenback part made a 
phenomenal showing,’’ he said, and we ex- 
pect to do better. 

Secretary Willis Jones of the National Com- 
mitteé said that the advocates of the movement 
— to get the party in shape 

to nominate A national 
ticket in 1892. He is an enthusiast in 
the cause and predicts that a reform party 
that wili accomplish something substantial 
will shortly be in existence in ail parts of the 


country.

SUFFOCATED TO DEATH, 


The Sad Fate ef a Philadelphia Family— 
Kliled by a Train. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 8.—Three unfort- 
unates, a mother, her daughter and adopted 
daughter, were suffocated to deathgjand burned 
early this morning by a fire at their home, No. 


152 Germantown avenue. The names of the 
victims are Mrs. Sarah Mcintyre, aged 659 
years; Mamie McIntyre, a — 5 19 years, and 
Agnes Rodman, the adopte daughter, aged 7 
years.

SINGLE TAX CONVENTION, 


The Platform Reported by Henry George 


Loudly Applauded. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 8.—The Single Tax dele- 
gates were promptly on hand at 10 o’clock in 
Cooper Union. A discussion took place as to 
whether women should be elected honorary 


members. William Lloyd Garrison of Boston 
thought no discrimination should be made, and 
women should be admitted just the same as 
men without any discrimination. Some of 
the delegates held that it was impossible ta 
admitthem on thesame grounds. The dis- 
cussion was rather irregular. Henry George 
then read the platform which had been 
prepared. The main points were 
that all men were created #3 alike 
with certain inalienable rights. No one shall 
be permitted to hold property without a fair 
return. There shall be no tax on products of 
labor, and all revenue for national, State and 
municipal purposes shall be raised by a single 
tax upon land values, irrespective of im- 
provements. The platform was loudly ap- 
plauded.

THE BECIPROCITY AMENDMENT. 


Senator Sherman Praised by One ef the 
Canadian Organs, 


MONTREAL, Sept. 8.—The Gazette, Govern- 
ment organ, published yesterday what may be 
regarded as a reflex of the Dominion Govern- 
ment’s position toward the reciprocity resolu- 
tion introduced into the United States Senate 
Monday by Senator Sherman, Speaking of the 
terms of the resolution, it says: 

Thie proposition seems to us admirably 
constructed and of a character to excite ap- 
proval in Canada. It is strictly in accord with 
the policy of the Dominion Gevernment, 
set forth duting the negotiation of the 
abortive fisheries treaty in 1887, when 
the British Commissioners, acting at the 
suggestion of the Canadian Ministry, pro- 
posed totake up the whole question of the 
trade relations of the two countries, and set- 
tle the fisheries dispute on the basis of a 
reciprocity arrangement. Unlike the projects 
of Mr. Winan, Mr. Hitt, Mr. Butterworth and 
the Canadian Liberals, that of Mr. Sherman 
gives ample scope for negotiation, mutual 
concession and the protection of interests 
essential alike to the material prosperit.” a: 
well as to the political integrity of the Domin 
fon. It does not put a pistol’ at the head of 
the Canadian Government with the 
threat, put the control of your 
fiscal affairs in our hands or utter 
a commercial crusade against your 


interests.’ On thecontrary it provides al- 
ternatives and proper latitude. Under the 
terms of the resolution, questions relating to 
the coasting trade, to transportation in bond, 
to the fisheries, to reciprocal privilages in 
wrecking, in a word, to the commercial rela- 
tions o Canada and the United States in 
their widest sense—can be made matters 
of discussion and negotiation. Whether the 
resolutions will be adopted is doubtful. 
Mr. Sherman, however, is one of 
the most influential members of 
the Senate and possessed of power in the Re- 
8 party, and it is quite possible be will 

ave the support of &mumber of Democrats. 
Just now the drift in the dominant party is 
toward reciprocy in accordance with the lead 
taken by Mr. Blaine. Meanwhile it is satis- 
factory to have mooted by a public man of 
John Sherman’s eminence and ability a pro- 
posal for enlarged commercia! relations, 
whose acceptance will be entirely consistent 
1 Canadian honor and Canadian inter 
ests.’’

ducing Specalation and Investment in 
the New Territory Between Easton Ave- 
nue and the Natural Bridge Road, Where

Rapid transit facilities into the western and 
south western districts in the vicinity’ of For- 
est and Tower Grove Parks have resulted in 
the sale and re-selling of so many large tracts 
of property at good round advances with 
each recurring transaction that values in 
those districts have reached such a figure that 
speculators who want to operate 
in real estate cheap enough to meet 
the popular demand have been driven 
into anew field, and the way it is being 
worked promises rich returns for investors 
who will profit from what they have seen in 
the development of sections nowreached by 
cable or electric roads.

being asked fer King’s highway sites. 


West of that and along the north side of 
Forest Park, out beyond the city limits, local 
investors have beught and sold the broad 
acres in there so often at n 
that nothing is left in there seuth of Delmar 
avenue that can be bought for leas than $40 a 
foot, and more than that bas been paid for 
large parcels by parties who will realize a 
profit on that figure, for the Lindell electric 
road has created an active demand for all that 
property which but very few people could see 
any money in until tracks fer the rapid transit 
line were first being laid last spring. 

Along the line of the People’s Cable to 
Tower Grove Park the advance in prices has 
been equally great and the demand for prop- 
erty on the route was seen at the great Tyler 
place auction last June when 46,500 feet of 
ground was sold for $1,111,929 within two att 
ernoons. It was nearly impossible to sell this 
property at any price before the cable was in 
operation, but now avery large portion of it 
is being graded and sewered onan expensive 
scale which will compare favorably with 
Westmoreland place. At the west 
end of Tyler piace along Tower Grove avenue 
the Missouri Raliroad Co. has its tracks ready 
for a new electric line which will bein opera- 
tion inafew days. These improvements and 
others contemplated have already had a 
marked effect upon the value of Tyler place 
lots so much that even many of the most cor- 
servative expertson vaines say ground will 
be selling in Tyler within a year at three times 
the auction prices paid, 

South of Tower Grove Park is another re- 
gion, extending to Reber place at King’s 
Highway and beyond that, which bas been 
lifted from obscurity within a few months by 
Mr. Scullin’s Union Depoteiectric line out 
Arsenal street. Speculators have all that 
property within their grasp now and the peo- 
pie are now buying up eagerly for home sites, 
us recent reports have shown, for priees are 
yet comparatively low. On unimproved 
streets $13 is the average price in first hands, 
while in Reber place, where the improve- 
ments are as good asin Chamberlain park or 
better, some inside lots are to be had for $25, 
while $35 to $40 is asked for King’s highway 
tits fronting Tower Grove Park. 

Op Easton avenue and in blocks adjacent to 
the Citizens’ Cable, where there was practi- 
cally no sale for lots before that road was in 
operation, prices between Grand and Taylor 
have gone up from $15 to $75 a foot, and there 
are some business corsers that could not be 
bought for $150. West of Taylor $10 a foot and 
less was the ruling price for lots which to-day 
would sell readily at $30 te $75 a foot as far 
west as King’s highway, and $50 a foot has 
been refused for a Union avenue corner. 
These figures and prices have taken nearly all 
the property adjacent te rapid transit lines 
out of the reach of the great mass of home 
builders, and it Is that fact which has turned 
the attention of real estate operators to the 
development of a new section where building 
places may be furnished the people at popu- 
lar prices, that Is for less than $25 afoot. This 
new territory, and there is none more advan- 
tageously lecated for residence purposes in 
the city, is between Easton avenue and 
the Natural Bridge road, a high rolling scope 
of country overloekiag densely built houses 
and manufactures, sufficiently removed from 
business to make pleasant homes where, as 
yet, there are no objectionablefeatures. This 
territory is now in the marketand the future 
before it is equally bright as has been the de- 
velepment of property along any ofthe rapid 
transid lines spoken of, for the 
immense amount of capitol which bas found 
its way into this promising new locality 
within the past few months has already in- 
fiuenced the commencement of construction 
ot one electric road into that section, and 
others will surely follow in good season. The 
line firstto be extended ont that way is the 
Northern Central. North Market street is 
now being graded west of Spring street for 
that purpose to Marcus avenue,and the electric 
line isto tun north along that street to the 
Natural Bridge road and west beyond the city 
limits. When completed that line will land 
passengers in electric cars at Fourth and Lo- 
cust streets. A better oppertunity than that 
afforded on Saturday next to.buy there 
will never be offered, for on that 
occasion 4,400 front feet will be sold 
under the auctioneer’s hammer to the bighest 
bidder without limit or reserve.

Mr. McEntire Suddenly Discovers That the

Cemmittee—Some Shrewd Pupils—Are 
Free Books Doomed? 


An order will go to Supply Agent Bryan this 
afternoon not to send out the free books, and 
then the issue on the rules of the School Board 
will be squarely made. There has been a de- 
cided change in the situation since yesterday. 
Then all looked like smooth sailing; like the 
board would wink at a technical error, and the 
books would goin at once, but ali that is 
changed now; everything hascometo a dead 
halt. Chairman McEntire of the Supply Com- 
mittee has just learned that there isa rule of 
the board, Which, while it stands probibits the 
issuing of free books and his action will be 
governed by the rules of the board. Mr. 
McEntire has just returned froma vacation

Persecution or peril and to help the we 

Against the strong, are long since past, and 
the knightly deeds of those days are buried 
in the moldy pages of forgotten 
books. The era of religion devotion, 


when vast numbers of men and women spent 


their lives in meditation and prayer, think- 
ing more of the hereafter than the present, 
passing their time in devout aspirations or 
ecstatic visions, either dwelling in the depths 
of humiliation or standing on the heights of 
the mount of hope and promise, is also gone, 


and we seem to bave come down to an age of 


or 


sober fact, material progress, in short, the 
age of money getting. It may be reasonably 
questioned how far this chase for money 
is warranted, whether we are not set- 
ting up a deity of mammon that, 
instead of being a proper object for worship, 
may turnout to be a devil that will tear and 
rend us. I remember to have seen, many 
years since, a book which urged the impor- 
tance of getting money, and arguing in favor 
ofits diligent pursuit, with the great object 
m view of making: it of use to others. No 
doubt thie would bea noble end to have in 
view in the temperate pursuit of gain, but too 
often the mind is wholiy absorbed in the pur- 
suitand forgetsthe proper end in the race 
of accumulation. 

But it is now our especial and immediate 
business to consider pecuniary matters, and 
we may therefore be deemed to be in the par- 
ticular line of occasion and duty if we taik and 
reason about money and currency. 

There is no subject that is so important to 
our civil and political life, after that of a good 
government, as that of the money of the coun- 
try. bad currency can do more harm in a 
year than the march of an invading army; it 
can destroy all the values of what constitutes 
our immense system of credit. Oneof the 

eatest misfortunes of the South which con- 
ronted its people at the end of the late 
War was the total destruction of their cur- 
rency, credit and banking system. All had 
to be reconstructed on the ruins of almost 
total bankruptcy. Important is it, therefore, 
that no calamity like this shall be allowed to 
come on any country except under . circum- 
stances which override ali pecuniary consid- 
erations in importance. In connection with 
this we must bear in mind that no mode of 
conducting business can be found available 
that does not contemplate payment of bal- 
ances at least in eash; all economies of 
checks and clearing houses come 
at last to a point when cash 
must go to liquidate balances, and 


now a point which interests a vast number of 


the American people seems to be in what 
medium shall these be liquidated; shall it be 
in two metals or one, and it one, what sball 
that be, or if it is possible to make it in two, 
how shall they be made to go hand in band, 
amicably discharging their beneflcent func- 
tions in paylng these balances of debt ? For, 
howeversmall they may be compared to the 
totai of transactions, the money of account 
fixes the total value of all the great sum. 
Quaint old John Bunyan wrote an allegory 
which, in that pecullar line of intellectual! 
effort, was the most remarkable since the 
beok of Job. Among the very numerous and 
singular persons whom the prisoner in Bed- 
fora Jail made his hero Christian acquainted 
with, as the latter was making his pilgrimage 
from the City of Destruction to the resplend- 
ent, glorious city 
OF THE HEAVENLY WORLD, 
was one Demas, for whom he seems to have 
bad no little aversion. It seems this Demas 
Was trying to lead off those devout minded 
reons, who were wont to go on pilgrimages 
eavenward, from their legitimate journey, 
with the statement that he had found a silver 
mine, and his efforts seemed made to per- 
suade them to seek for this white metal of 
the mine with him and cease their travels. It 
is plainly intimated that in thus vielding to 
temptation they were in great danger of ar- 
Tiving ultimately at a point antip- 
odal to that for which they had set out. 
Bunyan was a strong believer in the golden 
city with its golden streets, and I suppose if 
there was coin there he would have much 
preferred that it should be ot that color. One 
of my friends who is disposed to advocate the 
Demas side of this question and consequently 
differs widely from Bunyan, fs inclined to 
think the major part of our fraternity are of 
the Bunyan belief and opposed to the color of 
this element ot ouricurrency; but Jam sure 
there is no prejudice with this association 
against the one currency in favor 
0 the other, except as its members 
gu es the one mere suitable to discharge 
the duties of a medium and to meet the views 
of the grand commercial world than the 
other; such I understand to bethe attitude of 
the association heretofore. In 1885, at Chicago, 
there was a most lengthy discussion on kus 
subject, and so far as voting was concerned it 
Was settled, but like Banquo’s ghost it would 
notdown, and last year came up again at 
Kansas Clty.

They assert that 1 
decline of prices of agricultural products 
began and has kept pace with that of sliver, 
which,from 51.2929 per ounce in 1873, ran down 
to an average of 934 cents last year, and they 
argue that the deciine in price of silver is the 
cause. of that of wheat and other farm 
3 and that if silver were again re- 
red to its value in former ‘years these 
products would rise in proportion. They 
point to the wreater prosperity of India since 
the decline in silver and el that the 
Hindoo peasant, who formerly got 70 cents 
er bushel for his wheat, bas, last year, 
een getting at the seaboard about a dollar 
in silver, which is the coin of his country, and 
hig only standard of value, and that this 
means prosperity for bim, while our farmers 
have been getting in 1889 about 70 cents in 
old instead of a dollar as formerly. They say 
the farmer has no means of fixing the price of 
his commodities and cannot strike, for the 
roducts of hie labor can be gotten eleewbere 
ban in this country for the foreign market, 
which must take a part, and so governs the 
price, and no means exist by 
which he can limit supply or re- 
strict production, so they maintain that 
if silver could be increased in price up to 
our coinage standard the world over, then 
the East Indian would be set back to starva- 
tion wages and the American farmer, with his 
added 25 or 30 cents per bushel on wheat, 
would prosper. That our money supply is 
not equal to our wants and that nations pros- 
per in proportion to the amount of money 
they have in circulation; that, for some 
thousands of years, silver was always money 
everywhere and a legal tender up to 1819, 
when England demonetized it; that this did 
not serjiousiy affect its use or value, which 
continued the same until the unfortunate 
war of 1870 forced France to pay 
Germany $1, 000, 000, 000, when the lat 
ter country joined England in demonetizing 
silver, followed by us in 1873. They also claim 
that silver has not fallen, but gold has risen, 
and that 412% grains of silver in 1878 would buy 
about the same wheat, corn, beef and pork as 
now, and will buy now about one-fifth more 
cotton and eggs and one-tenth more sugar 
than then; then the stoppage of free coinage 
was effected by the creditor class to increase 
the value of money,so enhancing the worth of 
a dollar to get the property of the country 
into their hands and reduce the 
great mass of population to be their tenants. 
They even denounce the advocates ofa gold 
currency as brigends who, under the protec- 
tion of law, are robbing the people. One of 
the foremost advocates of free coinage in the 
Senate claimathat the entire difference be- 
tween the prices that ruled for the various 
farm products in 1873 and since is chargeable 
to gold account, and claims the loss in cotton 
as being u grand total of $1,411,000, 000, and in 
wheat as $1,700,000,000. He even charges up to 
the silver demonetization the estimated value 
of the labor of ail the men idie in the 
United States, making a computation 
that the whole number ig 2,250,000 
persons and figures an annual loss of $1,400,- 
000,000 in consequence. He elaims that the 
evils prophesied in consequence of coining 
$2,000,000 a month nave not followed, and that 
future prophesies ofevil are equally unreli- 
able, and that as the production of gold is de- 
creasing, it may be absolutely necessary to 
make silver the principal medium of currency 
as the most abundant metal and that the best 
money is the cheapest, so it is coin. 

Per contra, the epponents of free silver 
coinage claim thata terrible misfortune would 
ensue upon its adoption, that it would soon 
make it 

THE EXCLUSIVE CURRENCY 
of the couatry and demonetize gold, thus 
throwing out of use $669,000,000 which now, 
either in coin or goid certificates or bullion, 
serves as currency, and even if it is not in 
the pockets of the people, is yet as a reserve, 

erforming the part of a circulating medium. 
That this enormous sum of gold thus ceasing 
to be money would make a tight money mar- 
ket and almost certainly a catastrophe would 
follow, widespread in extent, which 
would create great loss and damage 
to the business and laboring inter- 
ests of the country and innumerabie 
bankruptcies; that our present currency, be 
it bang notes, greenbacks or silver and gold 
certificates, passes current, not alone here, 
butin all parts of Europe, for all being on 
gold foundation and redeemable in that metal, 
they will pay debts in England, France and 
Germany, and those made redeemabie in sil- 
ver all will be sectionalized, only available at 
home, or if used elsewhere will be there 
simply merchandise atsuch diccount as the 
variations of the sliver market call for; that 
in our dealings with foreign countries we will, 
as prior to resumption of specie payments, 
have to make two calculations; first, price 
of exchange, afid second, difference in 
value of our currency from theirs. That this 
agitation is gotten up and carried on by the 
silver producers, who would be the only 
gainers, all others being ultimately losers; 
that it would prevent loans of money frow 
Canadian and English banks and other parties 
to this country because of the varying nature 
of dollar value, and so still further stop free 
circulation of money and tend to financial 
stringency; they say that in 1880 and 1881, on 
a gold basis, we got large prices for our wheat 
and flour, and that itis not the price of silver 
that has made agricultural products low, but 
immense production here and elsewhere; that 
the law of supply and demand governs; 
that at the present time a short crop here an 
in Europe has largely enhanced prices of 
produce, as it always will, that this scheme 
will provincialize us, narrow tne scope of our 
commercial effort, take us out ot the list of 
leading nations and put us ona par with the 
Orientals; that by clinging toa gold basis we 
attract capital and business, breaden our in- 
fluence and trade and carry cur commercial 
and financial trangactions everywhere; that 
the maintenance of the double standard 
permanentiy is not possible while our 
country produced 50, 000, 000 ounces of 
silver at a par value in coin of 
$64,646,464, and Mexico, on our borders, fur- 
nishing $40,706,000 more, while we produced 
only $32,817.000 of gold, with an tmportation 
of $12,061,520 in 1889, a use in the arts of $16,- 
697,000 and last year an export ot $50,948,273, 
making a net loss of gold ef $22,766,755, while

of silver our export was $40,730,014, use in 
arts $8,966,000, and thus an increase of silver, 
in 1889, of $23,195,882. That the immediate re- 
sult of free colnage would be to raise the 
price of silver, but that this would also set 
at work men in many a mine now un- 
profitable, increase the product, and 
so accelerate the result of coming to a 
silver basis. That the prosperity of a country 
brings money to it, and that no Government 
measures to furnioh it,out of the usual course, 
produce more than a temporary prosperity, 
but that the supply Will come always when a 
country has that to sell which the worid 
wants. Itisalso claimed that immense sums 
of silver will be shipped here from Mexico 
and many European nations which stand 
ready to send us siiver and receive our gold, 
and that we will thus be bulliug the silver 
marketof the world; tnat, as to the men out of 
employment — there is ample work for ali 
who desire itand have any knowledge of a 
useful art, or are dieposed to do manual labor, 
andthat the constant inflow of foreiguers 
shows that charge to be groundiess; that dur- 
ing the last ten years there has been u general 
increase in labor price; that, in fact, we are 
very prosperous now, and have more money 
per capita than any country save France. Ihat 
our money buys a much larger amount of man- 
ufactured articles than formerly, and that if 
44 are in debt it is either because they 
ave lived more expensively, become more 
1 or purchased lande for which 
they expect to pay out of their future earn- 
ings; and further that prices of products in 
1873 were on a currency basis, when coin of 
both sorts was at a high premium, They deny 
the charge that capital is benefited by con- 


‘traction and claim that capital gains by gen- 


eral prosperity indisputably, ana that their 
aap in the matter is that of good citizens 
on . 5 

Ibelleve Ihave given the principal argu- 
ments that have been nrged on both sides of 
this question. Congress has passed a bili for 
the purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of silver a 
month, and which leaves the standard gold. 
The tendency bas been to raise the price of 
silver very largely, and yet gold is the metal 
of free coinage, and silver is not. It may be 
that we cantake up the large production of 
siiver at high prices and still keep old 
as the coin of value; if so we will constantly 
increase our 2 by this absorption 
of silver and iseue of treasury notes, which 
will also take the place of the national pank 
notes, fast going out of circulation. No one 
can tell how large is the capacity of this coun- 
try to absorb money or people, and as silver 
is a bona fide coin and gun never sink to be 
valuelese, being certainly the next thing to 
gold, it seems worth while to try this experi- 
ment fairly. If we can makethe rest of the 
worid—so far as they need it—buy ovr silver 
at as near as possible the old coinage price it 
will be well; if it turns owt that we in to be. 
flooded with foreign silver and the prod- 
uct of our” mines is not r- 

based abroad as usual, we can consider what 

s next dest to be done, Under all cireum- 
stances it is satisfactory that a modus v. 
vendi’’ bas been for the time arrived at, and 
the new experiment must and will be tried by 
the Secretary ofthe Treasury with ali fair- 
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lon, the one claiming the measure 


was not radical enough and the other that any 


movement in the direction of making silver 
free of coinage as gold and to keep it on a 
parity with it will utterly fail, 

In the constant practice of the right and 
the disposition to make it prevail is neces- 
sarily involved an incessant warfare; not 
more true is this in religion and morals than 
in other lines of thought and business. The 
most absurd and heretical doctrines are con- 

tly being brought forward in the profes- 
nd trades and also in finance and poli- 
The 3 profession is as extensival 
developed in almost everything as in medi- 
icine. We see men who never 
ACCUMULATED A DOLLAR 
discoursing to the multitude on financial mat- 
ters with an air and pretense of knowledge 
ten times more assuming than would be worn 
by the most 89 adept who had spent a 
lifetime in the Intelligent pursuit of such in- 
formation; what more absurd theory could 
be offered than the old greenback scheme of 
unlimited issue of fiat monet: not redeemable 
in anything but a new prom ise for an old one? 


We owe a debt ot gratitude to the men who. 


fought that battle for honest money. But the 
fight isnot over; this heresy crops out again 
and others kindred to it. It is forever 
the case as in those days when every one 
that was in distress and in debt and discon- 
tented’’ gathered themselves to the standard 
of David. All these are ready for a new deal, 
hoping that in the general destruction of the 
present order they may in some way come 
out on top. One of the most absurd money 
platforms ever seen is shadowed forth in a 
question put to Congressional candidates in 
South Carolina by the Farmers’ Alliance. 
They ask: ‘‘Are you in favor of the abolition 
of national banks and the substitation of le- 
gal tender treasury notes, in lieu of national 
bank notes, issued in sufficient volumes to do 
the business of the country on a cash system, 
regulating the amount needed on 
a per capita basis as the business 
interests of the country expand, and that 
all money issued by the Government shali be 
legal tender in payment of debts both pubiic 
and private?“ Then, too, Kansas sends to 
the Senate a Dill which commences by de- 
nouncing Congress for having monetized 
gold, denounces monetizing anything, claims 
that money is based on force and asserts that 
money is ‘‘athought of legal tender, wer 
stamped upon some material by a nation,’’ 
and, referring to the legal tender decision of 
our Supreme Court in 1884, boldly proposed to 
have the Government iseue ‘‘full legal tender 
silk-tbreaded greenback paper money’’ until 
interest falis into ‘‘silent disuse,.’’ 
Note that: ‘*‘Silent disuse.’’ No more 
need for banks. They Kindly consent to 
receive, in exchange at per, gold aad silver 
coin of the United States for two years only 
for the slik-threaded paper, but propose to 
imprison for life any Secretary of the Treasury 
who shall cause any more coin to be made, 
but authorize him to prepare a sufficient 
amount of this thought of legal tender power 
stamped upon some materiai’’ in the bighest 
style of the art of engraving. Could anything 
be more idiotic? and yet it is advocated by a 
large body of people. But from a United 
States Senator from California comes a 
remarkable proposition. Fromthe long ex- 
perience in business affairs this gentleman 
has had and his, tobe supposed, Knowledge 
of such experiments bitherto, it seems inex- 
plicable that he should propose that Congress 
should issue and loan $100,000,000 of new 
greeubacks on farm mortgage security at 2 per 
cent interest to all applicants of $500—or over, 
lendivg one-half the assessed value of the 
land. It would seem that if he would look for 
a moment at the Argentine Confederation 
which has just been abraptiy brought to a 
halt lan this sort of financiering, he would 
have hesitated in offering such 1 
bill. Those people have been issuing 
bonds and taking mortzeages in regular Farm- 
ers’ Alliance and Stanford style; 5,000,000 of 
people owe a public debt of $575, 068, 446. Then 
the Government has guaranteed for two 
banks issuing cedulas or farm mortgages to 
the sum of 351, 000, 0 00, with more banks to 
hear from with the same Government guar- 
anty, so that for this small population they 
have a debt of something over $1,100,000,000 to 
carry, besides the current private business 
indebtedness of the people, and allthis accu- 
mulated in times of peace. These Argentine 
people haye been in the throes of a revolution 
in consequence and ready and trying to mob 
the President and Cabinet,who were wicked or 
weak enough to put out such an immense in- 
debtedness, and coin is at a premium high 
enough to satisfy the most rabid greenbacker, 
It is mortifying to know that our American 
people areany of them so simple and igno- 
rant as to advocate such follies. Itshows at 
bome here there is need ef education on fi- 
nancial subjects, and it will not do for us to 
sitdown and let things take their course, or 
think it ig some other person’s business to 
look to it. If wealthy, intelligent and saving 
people of the United States do not attend to 
their political and society duties, we may 
expect all financial and other heresies to 
flourish,and to be badly governed under un- 
wise and ruinous laws. Better stay at home 
and attend to the dissemination of correct 
principles and the nomination and election 
of intelligent, wise and honest men to office 
than to wander through the palaces and al- 
leries ot Europe. Citizens should feel that 
the control or possession of property brings 
duties. If the bankers, merchants and other 
men ofposition inthe United States would 
recognize these obligations and discharge 
them as faithfully as their pecuniary ones, 
wey 4 would see the good results at once and 
thelr example would havea beneficent in- 
fluence, 

this would be the arithmetic which would 
solve many a political problem; it would be 
the religion of patriotism, and ite devotees 
would be tne saviors of their country. 

The subject of financial education in another 
line will be brought before you dy an able 
gentieman who is directiy connected with an 
institution established for the training of 
youss men to fill responsible positions of a 

avking and business nature. I commend the 
subject of his remarks to your consideration, 

Iwishto call your attention to a subject 
presented last year by Mr. Jonn H. Leathers 
of the Louisville (Ky.) Banking Co. regar d- 
ing the deposits of money by national banks 
with state banks. Every effort bas been 
made by the officials of the Currency Depart- 
ment to prevent such deposits being made. 
The custom has been to treat them as loans. 
It is believed that euch a construction is Ihe - 
gal, unjast and wrong, and that a vol- 
untary deposit of one bank with an- 
otber is in no sense a loan. It seems strange 
that a deposit made with the Bank of Amer- 
ica, New York, with its $5,000,000; the Bank of 
the State of New York with 31, 780, 0%; the 
Merchants’ Loan and Trust Bauk of Chicagu 
with ite $3,400,000; the bhoatman’s Bank of St. 
Louis, with $2,250,000, and the State Bank, 
with $1,700,000, the Louisville Banking Co, 
with $1,250,000 capital and surplus, shouid not. 
be safe and treated as being as proper to 
count as deposits as those made without 
limit in smali national banks. 

It seems anjust, and it is belleved that a 
large number of the national banks feel a 
deep interest in a change of policy. 

In conclusion, I congratulate you upon the 
flourishing condition of our association.

One Good Channel From St. Louis te the 
Gult to Be Seeured and Small Harbors 
to Receive Less Attention—Importance 
of This Alteration to St. 
Corn-Growers,

which the appropriations for the coming year 
have been granted, is much moré favorable 
tothe accomplishment of good work than 
ever was the case before, and the results will 
be felt by spring or early summer. We have 
received directions to pay particular atten- 
tion to facilitating barge traffic, and to con- 
sult with captains of tows to ascertain where 
and what are the difficulties they have en- 
countered. 
BARGES AND STEAMERS. 

„The representations made last spring by 
St. Louis exporterg at Washington were more 
effectual than was supposed at the time. 
Facts and figures were presented showing the 
great growth of the export of corn by barges, 
the difficulties that were met with, and the 
comparatively small expense of obviating 
some of them. Much opposition to some of 
the featores of the river and harbor bill de- 
veloped in the committee meetings, owing to 
the hostility of the lake cities, especially Chi- 
cago, to anything that would change the 
course of corn from the Atlantic to the Gulf, 
and itis largely due to thoir offorts that the 
work to be done by the engineers in charge 
of the expenditure of the appropriation is as 
much localized as is the case. But although 
much remains to be desired the engineers 
have far more freedom than they ever had 


before and will make use of it, under instruc- 
tions from Washington, to the fullest extent. 
In anticipation of this maps have been pre- 
pared showing the eddies and bars that are 
most dangerous to barges. The barge trafilic 
is very different fron, that carried on by 
steamboats, and to make it eafe requires 
different modes of treatment. 
IMFFERENT KINDS OF CHANNELS. 

Deep water approaches to small iandings 
are not of great consequence. Where corn is 
picked up siong the river barges loaded on 
toe shore need not be entirely filled, as two 
can be sent totake one cargo, and the grain 
ean’ be transferred when in the middle of the 
river. The facilities for doing this have been 
very larzely increased within the last tew 

ears, and the pian of picking up baif-loaded 

argesat landings where the water is shoal 
and transferring the cargo in transit isa be- 
coming daily more popular and easier of ex- 
ecution. In this way the barges are much 
more independent of harbors than 
are 06 steamers. The latter, however, 
care only for narrow channels over 
bars, and are practically independent of 
eddies. In this they have a great advantage 
Over tows, and heretofore their wants have 
received far more attention than those of 
their rivals. A marrow passage with a 
quartering eddy up stream is a terror to a line 
of barges, es those in the rear are likely to be 
swept around and grounded. Such eddies can 
very often be changed in their direction so 
that they will widen the channel, but this 
change may decrease the depth near shore, 
andthe anti-barge infiuvence has heretofore 
been strong enough to prevent this change 
being made to any great extent. 

THE EFFECTS OF THE ORDER. 

From now on, however, the attempt will de 
made to secure one good channel from St. 
Louis down, and less attention than formerly 
will be paid to keeping a channel open to 
comparatively insignificant landings. The 
necessity of doting this has long been a thorn 
in the side of the Mississippi River Commis- 
sion. St. Louis will be the city most dene- 
fited by the change of policy, as it is bound to 
become the ehief torn — 2 point ot the 
country ita good channel can 4. obtained, 
From the figures of last year it is learned that 
the export of corn by way of the Gulf was 
nearly 60 per cent larger than during the 
previous year, and 150 per cent larger than 
that of five yeurs ayo. With sueh improve- 
ments in the channel as can be made by next 
July, the exports from this city will in ali 
likelihood show an even greater increase,’’
